author of contravcrslal bodies regarding the assassination 
of President JOHN F. KEMNEdV entitled "White- v.-ash I" and 
"White- v;ash II" advised on January 5j 1970 that he has a • 
source who is either currently or was formerly a network 

director for the MViutemen Organization and who furnishes 

him with Mlnutemen literature on a continuing basis. Ke 
advised that he has nevei’ met and has never had a convei’ca- 
tlon vdth this source, but he does correspond with him. 

, He said that this source became familiar with him,- V.-EISBER3, 
as an auditor through som.e radio broadcasts which Mr. 
WEIS3ER0 has made. 

This source, whom he declined to identify, 
advised him that there has recently been, since mid liove.-.bsr 
1970, an influx of Canadian Mlnutemen to the V.’est Coast 
and an exchange of Mlnutemen m.oney on the West Ccast. Ke ^ 
claims that this source is currently being "hasselod" by 
the FBI but that any material m.ade available to him by 
this source is available for persual by the FBI. |
